MERRITT PEOPLE 
ARE EASY MARKS 


Victimized by Forelgner Who Posed 
as Man of Wealth—Police Now 
Searching for Bogus Millionaire. 

\ 


Merritt, B.C., July.—Alex. Freder- 
icks, a foreigner, speaking pigeon 
English and supposed to be a Russian, 
is on the rampage with an idea back 
of his head that he is a millionaire. 
He blew into Merritt a few days ago, 
and for one day worked at the coal 
mine. Taking rooms at the City 
Hotel, he started out to buy the town. 
First of all he told the wondering pub- 
lie that he had $75,000 and that he 
was negotiating the sale of a farm 
near Lethbridge for $15,000. A few 
days later Alex. purchased $9,000 
worth of stock in the Calcium-Carbos- 
ate Company, which is just starting 
operations here, giving a cheque for 
$1,000 as a first payment. The cheque 
was drawn on the Bank of Torontc. 
Lethbridge, and Alex. received his 
receipt for payment of $1.000. A few 
hours later he negotiated the pur- 
chase of the City Hotel and spent 
hours in a lawyer's office closing the 
deal. 

As the new proprietor of the City 
Hotel, Alex. started on a borrowing 
campaign and successfully raised a 
considerable amount of money. He 
had with him a little boy of six years, 
who, he said, was his son. Taking 
the boy into several of the stores, he 
fitted him out with new clothes and 
bought some for himself. He success- 
fully borrowed* money from _hotel- 
keepers and merchants, including a 
Jew, and ran up a board bill of $80. 

In the meantime the victims were 
beginning to question the sagacity of 
their deals. and the wires were made 
hot between Merritt and Lethbridge. 
The result was that the $1,000 cheque 
was said to be no good. A wire was 
sent through to the chief of police at 
Lethbridge, and back came the reply, 
“Fredericks owns nothing here. Did 
same thing here and skipped. Ex: 
pense prevents’ issuing warrant. 
(Signed) Gillespie, Chief of Police. 

But just before that wire arrived 
it was found that Alex. and his little 
boy were nowhere to be seen. In 
the still quiet hours of darkness they 
had found a way of escaping. Among 
other important deals which the erst- 
while millionaire commenced during 
his short stay in Merritt was the pur- 
chase of a $6,000 automobile and the 
buying of a race horse. 

The police are now on his trail. He 
is of medium build, dark, wore white 
pants and white silk shirt, always 
wearing black cuff protectors on his 
shirt.

To this counsel of 
cowardice Nehemiah’s swift, decisive 
answer is: “Should such aman as I 
flee, and who is there that being 
as I am would go into the Temple to 
save his life? I will not go in.” These 
ate the words of a man who has too 
high an opinion of himself and of 
his office to stoop to anything that 
savors of cowrdice or meanness, 
Self-respect is the secret of manliness. 

The surest way to destroy manhood 
is to break down self-respect. The 
surest way to strengthen manhood is 
to cultivate self-respect. Self-respect 
is neither self-depreciation nor self- 
conceit, but a reverent regard for one’s 
God-given individuality and a high- 
souled devotion to one’s God-given 
destiny. Self-respect is but another 
name for lovalty, loyalty to God and 
loyaltv to self. One cannot be false 
to either without being false to both.

I will not go 
in.” Self-respect.has a true guiding 
instinct in-moments of perplexity and 
peril. Give heed to it. 

Self-respect has a social value. No 
man long respects himself who thinks 
meanly of his fellows. ‘One man can- 
npt hold another down in the ditch 
without remaining in the ditch with 
him,” says Booker> Washington. 
Neither can a man think highly of his 
fellows unless he has a high appreci- 
ation of his own inherent worth. The 
only measure we possess of other 
men’s worth is just ourselves... To 
despise oneself is to end ultimately in 
despising others. “The only gift we 
have to give to men and to,God is 
just ourselves. ‘Self-respect conserv- 
es and develops the worth of our man- 
hood and makes our gift worth while. 
As a self-respecting Jew, Nehemiah 
could not content himself while his 
fellow citizens were in wretchedness. 
So self-respect led him forth as a 
patriot and reformer. Because he be- 
“eved in himself he believed in his 
fellow countrymen and became their 
deliverer. 

Self-respect is the secret of person- 
al satisfaction. Men can bear no heav- 
ier burden than the burden of  self- 
scorn. 

“Loss is not shame nor to be less 

than foe, 
But to be lesser than thyself.” 

We can bear the burden of other’s 
sin, but we cannot bear our own. 
Phillips Brooks once said with great 
solemnity to a friend, “How wretched 
should IT be, if I felt I was carrying 
about with me any secret I should 
not be willing all the world should 
know. During a political campaign one 
of President Garfield’s lieutenants 
suggested an exceedingly question- 
able policy. To Garfield’s objection he 
replied, “No one will know it.” “But 
T shall know.” was the quick reply. 
If we would live lives of inner peace 
we must keep the heart pure. The 
mischief of sin is that it degrades us 
and robs us of self-respect and makes 
us slaves. ‘Everyone that commit- 
teth sin is the bond servant of sin,” 
ond the bitterness of our bondage is 
that we forge our own chains. 

Man was made for righteousness. 
“"he. he lives for that he can stand 
erect before his fellows, and God Him- 
self says, “Son of man, stand upon 
thy feet, and I will speak unto thee.”

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DAIRY a 1920 


The compilation of returns of dairy 
factories for the year 1920 has been 
completed by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, and a preliminary state- 
ment .prepared. : 

Dairy factories in operation in 
Canada in 1920 numbered 3,165, com- 
prising 1,053 creameries, 1,674 cheese 
factories, 440 combined butter and 
cheese factories and'28 condenseries. 

Creamery Butter 

The guantity of creamery butter 
produced in Canada in 1920 was 110,- 
030,399 pounds, an increase over the 
previous year of 6,139,692 pounds. 
The total value of creamery butter 
produced in 1920 was $62,306,794, an 
average per pound of 56% cents. The 
average price for the year 1919 was 
54 cents. 

Factory. Cheese, 

The quantity of cheese made in fac- 
tories in 1920 was 149,521,008 pounds, 
a decrease of 16,900,863 from the pre- 
vious year. The total value of the 
cheese made in 1920 was $39,087,937, 
and the average price per pound 26 
cents. The average price in 1919 was 
26% cents. 

Production of Condenseries 

The production of condensed milk 
in 1920 was 53,980,993 pounds, value 
$10,217,803; of “evaporated milk 30,- 
469,642 pounds, value $3,809,653; and 
of milk powder 7,574,668 pounds, value 
$2,178,176. 

Total Products 

The total value of all products of 
dairy factories in 1920 was $144,483.- 
188, an increase of nine million dol- 
lars over the previous year. 

Capital, Employees and Wages 

The amount of capital ‘invested in 
dairy factories in 1920 was $32,767,317, 
the number of employees 11,211 and 
the amount paid jn salaries and wages 
$8,776,676. For 1919 the figures were: 
Capital, $28,388,026; employees, 10,- 
716; and salaries and wages, $7,629,- 
997.

a writer in Chambers’ Journal, the 


antrance to. every fe ong must’ 
have a small wooden taplet affixed to 
it. This tablet has the name and the 
number of the house on it and ‘on an-; 
other tablet is the name of the respon- 
3ible householder, who in many cases 
'g an infant, a younger brother or a 
relative. 

Sometimes, though rarely, the nam- 
es of other inmates are placed over. 
he door, but there areno police regu- 


ations that require it, except in the 


zase of boarding houses,-which have 
to place their boarders’ names outside’ 


enough to possess a telephone always. 
has the number proudly displayed 
over his entrance. Near it you will 
often see a quaint enameled or tin 
disk, That is the fire-insurance mark. 
Every fire-insurance company has its 
own special metal plate, which it nails 
to the lintel when: it insures a house. 
There are always” several’ small 
pieces of paper pasted over the door, 


placed there by the ‘police. One is 
to certify that the periodical oshoil, 
or great cleaning, has taken place. 
Another paper tells us, perhaps, that 
the sanitary conditions are satisfac- 
tory. What others stand for is known 
only to the police themselves. . 

Formerly it was the rule that, if, 
there was a well upon the premises, 
the fact had to be proclaimed by a 
square board marked with the charac- 
ter for well—ido. This was to show 
where people could obtain water in 
case of fire in the neighborhood. The 
regulation may still be in force in 
country places, but, owing to water 
now being laid in pipes, it is no 
longer enforced in the cities.

The Directors of the Western Cana- 
da Colonization Association are to be 
commended for their action in post- 
poning active colonization work until 
they secure a workable land listing 
scheme from the prairie province gov- 
ernments. Without firm price lists 
it would be dfficult for this or any 
Other immigration agency to settle 
any greater proportion of the twenty 
million acres of unoccupied land along 
the railways now held out of produc- 
tion by upwards of eighty thousand 
individual owners—most of them ab- 
sentee speculators. As announced 
during the last session of the Mani- 
toba legislature, Hon. T. C. Norris is 
to call a conference of the Western 
Premiers with a view to united action 
regarding the memorial submitted to 
them by the Western Canada Coloni- 
zation Association some weeks ago. It 
is sincerely to be hoped that this con- 
ference may arrive at a conclusion 
which will facilitate the operation of 
@ colonization agency—the success of 
which will spell great things for West- 
ern Canada and the Dominion as a 
whole. If the W.C.C.A., working in 
alliance with the governments, the 
railways and other colonization agen- 
cies, can achieve the task which it 
has set out to accomplish, a Breat step 
will have been taken in the solution 
of the many economic problems now 
facing the nation.

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CORRESPONDENCE 


To the Editor of The News., 

Dear Sir,— 

Kindly-permit me through your col- 
umns to correct a gross mis-statement 
of facts regarding my action in the 
Council over the grant toward re- 
erecting the collapsed building at the 
Fair grounds, by the editor of the 
Advocate. 

At a meeting of the Council on 
23rd May, Messrs. Bjorkeland and 
Malcolm appeared as a deputation ask- 
ing the Council to re-erect the build- 
ing, and, after hearing them, the 
Mayor stated the finances of the city 
were in such a condition through non- 
payment of taxes that he would hesi- 
tate to recommend any further grants 
of money without serious considera- 
tion. Mr. Malcolm, who is a_ large 
taxpayer, replied that had he known 
of that condition he would not haye 
pressed the matter . 

The result of the ensuing discus- 
sion was that the Council passed a 
resolution that the city would pay a 
sum of $275 toward the cost of the 
re-erection of the building subject to 
a report of the Mayor and Commis- 
sioner Stephenson, who were to in- 
spect the building. 

"That report recommended that the 
old building be sold, and the proceeds 
be used towards placing a gallery in 
the larger building. The discussion 
that took place brought out the fact 
that a contract had already been let 
to Dawe & Pamley for the re-erection 
for a’ sum of about $550. No member 
of the Council had any recollection of 
any conditions being attached to the 
contract in a letter read at the time 
from Mr. Welton, the secretary of the 
Fair Board. 

I criticised the Mayor for going 
back on his recommendation to sell 
the old building, and when I protest- 
ed against the action of the Fair 
Board in spending city money without 
the consent of the City Council, Ald. 
Stone, who is a member of the Fair 
Board, did not correct me. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
a letter was read from Mr. Welton 
complaining of my action, and in the 
discussion that ensued, the further 
fact was brought out by the admis- 
sion of Ald. Stone, that there was not 
time to wait for the decision of the 
Council, as it was necessary to let 
space to exhibitors in the building, a 
delay at most of a couple of days. I 
wrote a letter, as a matter of court- 
esy, the day following the last Coun- 
cil, explaining my action in the mat- 
ter. 

If Mr. Galbraith had taken the 
trouble to make himself acquainted 
with that letter, had he not been so 
biassed as to totally ignore the facts 
brought out at the Council meetings, 
hé wouldn't have been so keen on at- 
tributing dishonorable conduct to 
others. My honour and my _ public 
conduct will bear very favourable 
comparison with his own. I am not 
one thing one day and something en- 
tirely different the next. 

I do not cynically and ruthlessly 
violate another’s confidence, as he has 
done in this week’s issue of his paper, 
careless and indifferent as to the 
pain and embarrassment it is causing 
the gentleman who relied upon his 
good faith, and he no doubt in future 
will bear in mind the old adage, that 
“You can’t-make a silk purse out of a

DE VALERA AND 
LLOYD GEORGE IN 
CONFERENCE 


At Conclusion of Meeting. Official Says 
That it Terminated “Amicably.” 


London, July 14—Eamonn De Val- 
era and Premier Lloyd George con- 
ferred for more than two and a half 
hours today over the question of an 
Trish settlement. The Republican 
leader arrived at the prime minister's 
official residence in Downing street 
at 4.30 p.m., and left at 7.10 p.m. 

At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence, Art O'Brien, president of the 
Gaelic league in London, stated that 
it had terminated “amicably.” 

As had been agreed upon, a com- 
munique regarding the conference 
will be issued later. 

The Republican leader’s appear- 
ance at the prime minister's official 
residence was punctual to the min- 
ute, as it was exactly at the time 
appointed that he stepped through 
the door. Mr. Lioyd George was 
awaiting him and their conversations 
over the peace questions were begun 
immediately. 

Despite a drizzling rain, a great 
crowd which had gathered at 
the entrance to Downing street 
waited patiently for some announce- 
ment from the momentous meeting. 
Shortly. after Mr. De Valera entered 
the prime minister's home, the 
crowd knelt in Whitehall and began 
to recite the Rosary. 

The Irish Republican 
drove directly from the hotel in 
Buckingham palace road used as 
headquarters by the Irish delegation 
to Downing street in a motor car. He 
was accompanied by Art O’Brien, 
president of the Gaelic league in Lon- 
don, and Robert C, Barton.

Cattleraisers in Canada are “faced 
now with a number of problems which 
will require a lot of study. New mar- 
kets must be found and new methods 
of marketing must be.devised. Only 
the best of sires must ‘be used and 
feeding methods must be closely stud- 
ied. “All steers must bé.dehorned and 
all males Antended for feeding purposes 
castrated’ when young. It may prove 
more economical for the dairy man’ to 
go back to the old practice: of-slaugh- 
tering his calves at birth or at least 
selling them for ~-veal,‘the brpocduns 
which many pursued before the ‘war. 
In the matter of dehorning already 
Toronto market has declared ‘that 
starting June 1, 1922, all horned cattle 
will be discounted:$3 per head. Ship- 
ments of sto¢kers and feeders south 
when dehorned have often fetched 
from 50¢ to $1 per hundred more. 

The local trade, particularly. at Win- 
nipeg, calls for a steer from 1,000-to 
1,200 of one of the beef .breeds .and 
well. finished; steers ‘of this quality 
will bring the top price and are always 
in demand. . Last year at- this date, 
Winnipeg packers paid $16 per cwt. for 
this class and in a few cases some- 
what more. This year only‘a very few 
have been able to draw down over 
elght cents. This reduction has me 
been -handed on to the consumer, 
least net as far us the better class oe 
are concerned. Last year sirloin off a 
16-cent steer retailed at about 45 cents 
a pound. The same butchers buying 
8-cent steers will charge from 35 to 40 
cents for the same tuts today. One ex- 
planation ofthis is that all purchasers 
of meat desire the hind quarter cuts 
and the packers have great difficulty 
in disposing of the fore-quarters. Be- 
fore the embargo went into force much 
of this meat was shipped to Chicago 
and other large centres. The severe 
drop in hides has also added to the 
burden of cost which must be borne by

NS UNEMPLOYED 


| Situation Grew Worse in United 


States in Past Month. 


New York.—One of the gravest con- 
sequences .of the general economic 
depression in the United States, as it 
is also in many other countries, is 
widespréad unemployment. According 
to the most reliable estimates, ‘be- 
tween three and four million people 


contrary to the general impression, 
unemployment increased, instead «of 
decreasing, during the last month. 
Early this month nearly half a mil- 
lion were idle’ in New York | State. 
alone:. While there have been gains 
in* certain lines, especially the auto- 
mobile industry, and to a much Jesser 
degree in leather and textiles, they 
were offset by losses in other indus- 
tries, notably stael, lumber and ship- 
building. . This.6rious: situation is 
symptomatic, of course, of -many~ un- 
avorable conditions: which must be 
improved before the unemployment 
Problem can be solved, : 

No element of the: derangement in 
industry better illustrates the cumu- 
lative effects of local maladjustment 
than involuntary idleness, The cexga- 
tion of earnings js promptly felt in 
the curtailed buying power of the 
groups directly affected aad the reduc- 
ed copsumption which this entails 
means lessened demand for the pro- 


workers, some of which in-turn are 
added.to the list of the unemployed: 
The economic loss to the..country, of 
course, “is incalculable. Strikes and: 
lockouts, ft has been offically estimat- 
ed, are costing workers nearly $1,000, 
000 daily inwages lost, and costing 
employers pores tely 9, 000,000 a 
ay.

Burns 
of all kinds are said to be yielding to 
the sunlight treatment.

ZEPPELINS FOR NEW YORK 
_ AND PARIS 


The dream of travelling from Paris 
to New York by air may be realized 
before the end of 1922 by the use of 
Zeppelins, on which the French Gov- 
ernment has obtained a patent.

It has 
been rechristened the Dixmude. This 
airship will be used first to inaugur- 
ate an air line from Marseilles to Al- 
giers in August, carrying on each trip 
30 passengers and 5,000 pounds of 
baggage, The prices will be the same 
as for first-class saloon passage’ by 
whip.
